OKLAHOMA CITY, Aug. 30.—The body of Claud 
Chandler, negro, who last night was taken from the jail 
here by a group of thirty masked men, was early today 
found hanging from a tree near Council Grove, about 
eight miles west of Oklahoma City, according to a tele­ 
phone message from a farmer near the scene, to the . 
Sheriff’s office here. 
Chandler was arrested and lodged in jail here Satur­ 
day in connection with the shooting of two officers, who 
attempted to raid an alleged moonshine still near 
Arcadia, 23 miles northeast of here. County Attorney 
Cargill and Sheriff Johnson left their offices here for 
the place where the body of the negro was reported to 
have been found suspended from a tree, immediately 
after receipt of the information. Other than the news 
that the negro had been located, no details were given.
